To see if the Town will vote to give the Selectmen 
authority to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


To see if the Town will vote to observe Old Home 
Day and raise money for same. 


To see if the Town will vote to elect a committee to 
set a date and manage the Old Home Day observance. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $1000 
for the Upper Connecticut Valley Mental Health Ser- 
vice, Inc. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $531.63 
for the White Mountain Regional Association. 


To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
for maintenance of covered bridges. 


To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
to continue sidewalk construction. 


To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
appoint a person to serve on a joint advisory com- 
mittee of all towns in New Hampshire and Vermont 
involved in the proposed Connecticut National Recrea- 
tion Area—Coos Scenic Unit, so called, in order to 
formulate a shared statement regarding the preserva- 
tion and/or development of land in the Upper Connec- 
ticut Valley.

Report of Service Rendered in. 
the Town of Pittsburg 


On February 8, 1971, Upper Connecticut Valley Mental Health 
Service, Inc., was formally incorporated as a locally based and 
managed mental health program for nine communities from Grove- 
ton north to Pittsburg. All State and professional standards for 
mental health pregrams are met by this agency. 


Of the approximately 160 individuals seen for counseling thus 
far, only three have had to be referred outside of cur area for hos- 
pital care or other treatment. 


Referrals for counseling have included 9 Pittsburg residents, 
who have received treatment for family or individual problems. 
These people were seen from three to twenty 
sessions each; and in no case did any of these patients need to he 
hospitalized or treated outside of our area. 


' The problems represented in this group included marriage dif- 
ficulties, schcol adjustment problems, severe depression, problems 
of old age and work adjustment situations. 


Services have been made available to the Pittsburg School, 
with several visits to the school being made by our psychologist 
and sccial worker over the past year. As our program develops, 
it is expected that regularly scheduled school visits can be made 
by our staff. 


Since Upper Connecticut Valley Mental Health Service is still 
quite new, it is likely that many people who could use this pro- 
gram are not yet aware that it is available; and I would like to 
suggest that a local adviscry committee be formed, to include at 
least one selectman. This would help us in publicizing who we are 
and what we are offering in the area.

Report of the Fire Department 


During the past year the fire department was called out 
eight times; three of these were major property damage fires 
which occurred within the space of seventy-two days. In each of 
these cases, fire was in advanced stages when reported. We 
were fortunate to contain the fires when other buildings were en 
dangered. 


We have been plagued with alarm system problems, and are 
in hopes of getting this straightened out shortly. 


We are also in need of man power. Anyone interested in giv- 
ing a few hours a month to a very worthy cause is welcome. The 
meetings are held the second Wednesday in each month. Remem- 
ber, half the battle of fighting any fire is done at the station before 
the fire occurs in having all the equipment there when you need it, 
in working order, and knowing how to use it. 


We urge everyone to: 


1. Have your chimney cleaned each fall if you 
burn wood. 


2. Do not overload drop cords or fuses, or run 
drop cords under rugs or drapes. 


3. Use caution in storing and working with 
flammable liquids (paint, gas, oil), prefer- 
ably away from dwellings. 


4. Do not store oily rags or allow papers and 
and rubbish to pile up. 


5. Have at least two fire escape plans for your 
family and make sure everyone knows them.

Superintendent's Report 


Financing local educational costs has traditionally been the res- 
ponsibility of the local community. Now, however, a Califcrnia 
Supreme Court decision that declared California’s present system 
of financing its public school systems to be unconstitutional has 
created shock waves throughout the nation despite the fact that 
ne ultimate decision will probably await a U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling. 


In its decision, the California court ruled that the present ar- 
rangement based largely on property taxes levied within school 
districts denies equal educational opportunities to residents of less 
industrialized areas since they must be taxed at a higher rate to 
cover school costs than persons in wealthier or more industrialized 
areas. 


Dependent upon the outcome of the California decision, some ser- 
ious implications may develep. Invariably, when outside monies 
are channeled into local governments some degree of local control 
is lost or diminished through guidelines imposed or mandated. 
Whether this sacrifice will be necessary or whether alternative ap- 
proaches such as revenue sharing on a state and local basis may 
be more feasible remains to be seen. The problem of providing 
monies for education, however, still remains. 


The next decade will see an increasing emphasis on vocational 
education and career planning-development. Our society now real- 
izes that a college or university education should not and need not 
be required of every youngster entering the field of work. Wel- 
fare statistics, however, clearly indicate that vocational education 
has sorely been overlcoked by the public school system. Federal, 
state, and local monies combined now spent on welfare programs 
outnumber monies spent on education by a 6 to 1 ratio with no in- 
dication that the gap will narrow. 


Additional and new programs in vocational education would in- 
deed cost more money and will give rise to concern as to how it 
can be afforded. However, can we not afford it if we are to prepare 
youngsters for a productive and secure life as opposed to a life of 
welfare and non-productivity? The cost of the latter is obvious. 
The rapidly changing field of technology has resulted in major 
changes in labor productivity and occupational fields available, 
consumer products, environmental conditions, housing, transporta- 
tion, and changes in practically all aspects of our daily living. The 
question now remains if we are to meet this forthcoming challenge 
in education by local, state, or federal mandate.

Much ‘has »been accomplished through innumer- 
able dialogues with: individuals, ‘some ‘group guidance, a con- 
siderable amount of group and individual testing and the’ pro- 
viding of desired: information and: materials. 


Much. remains to. be done in this never-ending process. of 
guidance. One of the weaker points’ of’ the: program: thus: far 
has been the lack of communication with parents. Although 
I have talked with quite a number of fathers and mothers con- 
cerning a variety. of matters involving.their children, a great 
deal more needs to be done in this particular area. | Steps to 
correct the situation will be taken. little by little commencing 
this spring with a series of guidance. newsletters to parents, 
some newspaper releases and an increase in the number of 
visitations. Hopefully over a period of time, a close: relation- 
ship can be. established between parents and the guidance 
office, with the common aim of. helping students—sons and 
daughters, achieve a greater degree of happiness and success 
in their homes, their schools 'and their communities.

This program has dealt specifically with the handicapped and 
disadvantaged in the area. It has served individuals in this capa- 
city from the ages of 6 to 63. In the true sense of the word, it 
has been special education for the handicapped and disadvantaged 
in relation to each individual’s needs. 


Upon enrollment each individual experiences an evaluation 
process as a basic orientation to the program. The program is an 
assessment of the capabilities and limitations of the individual 
enrollee through vocational related activities. 


It has been demonstrated that if certain individuals are 
unable to sufficiently develop a trade or skill, they can still 
benefit from an opportunity to work and socialize outside of 
their neighborhood environment. 


An academic program of specialized tutoring for each individ- 
ual’s basic needs and academic skills has been developed. This 
aspect of the program coordinates with the vocational related 
activities thus being the motivating factor for continued academ- 
ic achievement on the part of individuals. 


In recognition of this new and innovative type of approach to 
education, the State Title III office has provided a grant to 
Ver-Shire Schools and Shops to develop this program more ex- 
tensively. One of the Title III primary purposes being to provide 
such information to other communities throughout the state and 
nation for utilizing these educational techniques for the handi- 
capped and disadvantaged. 


The number, range and variety of handicaps served in this 
program have demonstrated the need for growth in this facility. 
Acquisition of adjoining space is in the process. 


In recognition of the success achieved by this program, on 
September 10, 1971, the New Hampshire Council for Better Schools 
presented its commendation award to the Ver-Shire Schools and 
Shops for its Sheltered Workshop for the handicapped and disad- 
vantaged individuals: 


“With the emphasis on remedial education, prevo- 
cational training and the development of attributes 
of honesty, responsibility, trust and reliability, the 
project is not unlike other vocational-technical pro- 
jects for the handicapped. The outstanding aspect 
of the Ver-Shire project is the degree of community 
involvement. It was the community that recognized 
the demand for a program to serve the disadvan- 
taged. The community.and its various .organiza- ~~ 
tions provide economic support. Community resourc- 
es are utilized to provide educational remediation, 


skilled instruction and employment opportunities. 
The value of such a program for the disadvantaged 
individuals is undisputed and this community has 
discovered that the benefits reach into all aspects 
of community life.”’ 


I would like to take this opportunity to “congratulate” and ‘“‘thank’’ 
each and everyone of you in this total community for making Ver- 
Shire Schools & Shops a reality.

ARTICLE 2 

A motion was made by Gordon Covill and supported by 
George Noyes to fix salaries of School Board and Truant Officer 
and any other officer or agent of the District at same rate as 
Town Officers. Voted upon and was a vote. 


ARTICLE 3 

A motion was made by Eunice Washburn and supported by 
George Noyes to accept reports as printed in School District 
report. Voted on and was a vote. 


ARTICLE 5 

A motion was made by Gordon Covill and seconded by 
George Noyes to change Article 5 as’ put in the warrant to 
read as follows: To see if the district will vote to raise the sum 
of $1400.00 to supplement the salary of the School Lunch Pro- 
gram helper, Voted upon and was a vote. 


ARTICLE 6 

A motion was made by Sylvia LaChance and supported by 
George Noyes to raise the sum of $120.00 to transport school 
students, Grades 1 through 6 within’ town limits on extremely - 
cold and windy school days. Voted upon and was a vote. 


ARTICLE 7 
A motion was made by Gordon Covill and supported by 
George Noyes 'to accept the budget. Voted upon and was a vote. 


ARTICLE 8 

A motion was made by Gordon Covill and supported by 
George Noyes to create an authorized committee consisting 
of three qualified voters. of whom at least one would: be a 
member of the school.board. Voted upon and was: a. vote. 


A motion was made by George Noyes and supported by 
Mervyn Gadwah that Mallet Anderson, Ruth Covill, and Mal- 
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colm Washburn be appointed as Area Planning Committee. 
Voted upon and was a vote. 


ARTICLE 9 

A motion was made by Gordon Covill and supported by 
Sylvia LaChance to authorize the School Board to make appli- 
cation for and to accept, on behalf of the District, any or all 
grants or offers for educational purposes which may now be 
forthcoming from the State of New Hampshire and/or the United 
States for the ensuing school year. Voted upon and was a vote. 


ARTICLE 10 
To transact any other business that may legally come be- 
fore this meeting. 


(a) A question was asked by Harold Webster if the tax- 
payers of the Town of Pittsburg would be expected to pick up 
the tab of any legal fees incurred by the Supervisory Union 
without authorization, Moderator replied that it was up to the 
Court. 


(b) A resolution was made by Gordon Covill supported 
by George Noyes that no money can be spent through the 
Supervisory Union without authorization of local school board 
systems unless otherwise changed by local school boards. Reso- 
lution was voted upon and passed. 


(c) A resolution was made by Malcolm Washburn and 
supported by Gordon Covill that the School Board be em- 
powered to obtain the construction prints of the gym and have 
them structurally checked for the possible addition of class- 
rooms with the results to be presented at a. school meeting 
at which time a building committee might be appointed if it 
were the wish of the voters. Resolution was voted upon and 
it was a vote. 


(d) A motion was made by Dorothy Amey and supported 
by George Noyes that the minutes of this meeting be printed 
in next year’s report. Voted upon and was a vote. 


(e) A motion was made by Dorothy Amey and supported 
by George Noyes to give the Selectmen a vote of appreciation 
for the work done on the Town Hall ceiling. Voted. 


(f) A motion was made by Robert Gray and supported 
by Clifton Clogston, Jr., to adjourn the meeting. 
Voted to adjourn.
